Weather Review of India for the week ending the 2oth July, 1887. 





For the first few days of the past week the weather over the greater part of 
India was largely dependent on the cyclonic storm, which traversed the country 
from East to West between the 13th and 17th. After the latter date there . 
occurred a general recovery of pressure, and meteorological conditions underwent: 
a sudden change, a break in the rains setting in over the Gangetic Plain and 
partially on the West Coast also. | 

On the 14th, on the West Coast, from Kurrachee as far south as 
Cochin, strong monsoon winds were blowing. In the ‘South they passed inland 
right across the Peninsula; but in the North they were influenced by the low 
pressure area lying near Raipur, and on reaching the Central Provinces became 
merged in the circulation existing round that depression. 

On the 15th comparatively little change was reported. In the South the 
monsoon current crossing the West Coast continued its course westward right 
across the Peninsula, while in the North it poured into the cyclonic vortex over 
the Central Provinces. 

On the 16th, except on the Malabar Coast, the winds of Western India had 
become much more southerly. This southerly direction carried the current 
northward across the Berars up the Gangetic Plain; but on the following da 
there were indications of its growing lighter, while at the same time the eatll 
due to it was diminishing. On the 16th the current from the Bay was practically 
Interrupted, and the winds over Bengal were light and variable, with little or 
no rain. On the 17th, owing to a brisk barometric fall over Bengal and the 
head of the Bay, the norma] south-easterly direction of the wind was reversed, 
and north-westerly breezes prevailed over the Lower Gangetic Plain and across 
Bengal. The chart of the 18th showed that, while the prevailing current over 
Bengal continued north-westerly, local eddies had been set up in different parts 
of Bengal, which had resulted in several moderate or heavy falls of rain. Vari- 
able winds and Jocal showers of rain continued on the rgth; but on the 2oth 
there occurred a change towards more normal conditions. The low pressure 
area, which had existed over the head of the Bay and which had deflected the 
monsoon current towards Arakan, showed signs of moving westward, leaving the 
way open to the monsoon to once more spread over Bengal. 


In Upper India, and particularly in the Punjab, conditions during this 
week have not been altogether satisfactory. In the early part of the week 
a feeble current from the Bay passed up the northern side of the Gangetic 
Plain, giving slight rain to several places on or near the Central Provinces, 
&c., as far as the Gangetic Plain, where the wind backed to south-east, 
and so travelled north-westward across the Punjab to the Indus Valley. 
On the 17th similar conditions prevailed over the greater part of Western and _ 
North-Western India ; but. over the Central parts of the country the current had 
undergone a shift to west, andin some places even showed a tendency to veer 
eens north-west. On the 18th the chart showed that the whole of the | 
current fromthe Arabian Sea had become more or less westerly. With this 
change had come a considerable decrease in its rainbearing properties, and a 
few showers only were reported from the more Western and Central stations. 
On the following day the westing in the wind’s direction continuing strongly 
marked, the amount and the area of the rainfall still further diminjehed. On the 
2oth there were some indications of a change. The current crossing the West 
Coast had become stronger and more southerly, and the rainfall area larger; but 
the character of the fall was unchanged, rain oceurring rather as local showers 
_than as part of a general fall. | i 4 e 


| The Bay of Bengal branch of the monsoon current has been very irregular. 
On the 14th a fairly strong wind was blowing across the Bengal Coasts, and 
extending for some distance to the hills, but hardly affecting the weather in the — 
a . After the 17th, however, this current was cut off; and. from ‘this date 

until the last day of the period the plains of the North-Western Provinces. had. 
no rain, though a little was received by the north and east of the Punjab, 
derived from the Bombay current. eo a - 
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« So far, then, the seasonal rainfall of Upper India has not improved at all 
during the past week, and, as will be scen from the following figures, the 


deficiency in some parts of the Punjab is now proportionately very large : 
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This table shows that there is alarge deficiency on the Arakan Coast; that 
over Bengal and Assam the rainfall is about, or a little in excess of, the average, 
but that from Behar right up the Gangetic Plain as far as Peshawar, except 
about Delhi, the seasonal fall 1s deficient, the largest relative deficiency bein 
‘inthe Punjab. On the West Coast and over the Central Provinces the rainfall has 
been exceptionally heavy. 


The Cyclonic Storm.—-The storm mentioned above lay near Jessore on the 
morning of the 13th; on the 14th it had reached Raipur, on the 15th Hoshang- 
abad, and on the 16th Hyderabad. By the 17th it had disappeared across the 
Indus into Baluchistan. It had been followed in its course across the country 
by a very rapid recovery of pressure, the rise in twenty-four hours at some 
stations in the rear of the storm amounting to as much as 0°25”.

The General Report on the Operations of the Survey of India Department for the vear 
1885-86. 
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RESOLUTION. 


* Durtne the greater portion of the year, the administration of the Depart- 
ment was in the hands of Lieutenant-Colonel H. R. Thuillier, R.E., Colonel 
G. C. DePrée, S.C. the Surveyor General, having been obliged in February 18&6 
to proceed on furlough to England owing to ill-health. Intimation of the death 
of Colonel DePrée has recently been received with regret. After a service of 37 
years in India, in nearly 38 years of which: Colonel DePrée was connected with 
the Survey of India Department, he was about to retire on pension. 

_. Colonel J. Sconce, 8.C., resumed charge of the superintendence of Revenue 
surveys on his return from furlough in March 1886. Several changes took 
place in the personnel of the Head-Quarters Offices, owing to the departure on 
leave of Lieutenant-Colonel Waterhquse:and Majors C. Strahan and M. W. 
‘Rogers, Colonel ©. 1. Haig, R.E., continued to superintend the Trigonometri- 
cal Branch ‘at. Dehra. - 
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2. The first part of the Report contains asummary of the operations of the 
year, while detailed accounts of the work of the several parties are given in 
Part II. The different operations were carried on by 25 parties, viz., one Coast 
Triangulation, 10 Topographical, 6 Cadastral, 5 Traverse, 1 Geographical, and 2 
Astronomical parties. Before remarking on the work accomplished, it may be 
observed that the old system of naming each party according to the province, dis- 
trict, or other locality in which it is employed, has been given up, and all the par- 
ties have now been serially numbered. The number now givon to each party will 
be borne by it as long asit existe and in whatever locality it may be employed. 

8. Secondary triangulation was carried along the east coast from Coconada 
to Masulipatam. The total distance triangulated was 145 miles ; and the posi- 
tions of 9 beacons, besides 7 other permanent marks, fixed for the use of the 
Marine Survey Department. 


_ 4. Three out of the 10 Topographical parties completed the surveys on 
which they had for some years been respectively engaged in the Andaman 
Islands, Cutch, and Mysore. 

5. The survey of the Andamans has been executed generally on the scale of 
4 inch ='1 mile, with special portions round the Port Blair Settlement on the 
4-inch scale. The surveys cover all the islands excepting a large part of Little 
Andamans, where a survey wasimpracticable. ‘'he Governor General in Council 
is pleased to observe the commendation again bestowed on Captain Hobday and 
his assistants, both by the Officiating Surveyor General, and also by the Super- 
intendent of Port Blair aud the Nicobars. His Excellency also desires to express 
his thanks to the local authorities for the valuable assistance rendered to the 
survey party, to which the success of the operation is said to be largely due. 

6. In addition to Cutch, the adjacent Ran, the peninsula of Nagar Parkar, 
and small portions of North Gujarat have been topographically surveyed. 

7. The Mysore Survey was commenced in November 1875, and has there- 
fore lasted for 11 years. The operations were, however, greatly impeded during 
the first three years by famine, and the outturn of work during that period 
by two full parties was only 4,701 square miles. Since November 1877 only 
one party has been at work and has completed the remaining large area of 
26,238 square miles. 

8. Three parties worked in the Bombay Presidency in the Deccan and 
Gujarat Districts and the Southern Mahratta Country. — 

The Deccan party surveyed a total area of 1,675 square miles, lying partly 
in the Koliba, Ratnagiri, and Satara Districts, and partly in the Kolaba, Kolha- 
pur, and South Mahratta Agencies. Some traversing, and the forest bound- 
ary survey in the Koldba and Ratnagiri Districts, was also executed. After the 
close of the year’s work, the party was transferred to the Central Provinces for 
the prosecution of Revenue surveys. An area of 11,958 square miles has been 
left unfinished in the Deccan, which must lie over until the Revenue surveys 
required in connection with Settlement operations in the Central Provinces and: 
elsewhere havé been completed. 

9. The Gujarét party surveyed a total area of 2,524 square miles, besides 
triangulating 749 square miles and traversing with the theodolite 422 linear 
miles. A small party was also attached to the Special Commission appointed 
to settle the boundary dispute between Baroda and the Dangs States, when 
some boundary surveying was accomplished. | 


10. The South Mahratta party surveyed an aggregate area of 1,672 square 


miles, lying chiefly in Belgaum, but partly in the Dhdrwér District and some 


neighbouring Native States. The skeleton traverse survey of the forests of 
six villages in Khén4pur taluka was completed, and the work ‘partially done: 
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for six other villages. A large area was also triangulated and traversed in ad- 
vance for the next season’s topography. 

11. The party employed on the Mirzapur Survey has carried out the fol- MiP. 
lowing operations :— 

(a) the Detail survey of 487 square miles on the scale of 2 inches=1 
mile, and 194 square miles of triangulation ; 

(6) the Revenue survey of village boundaries in the Dudhi Pargana ; 

(c) the setting up of the theodolite at 6,419 stations, embracing 1,172°6 
miles of traverse. This work has proved that, with the aid of 
traverses, village maps can be utilised for the compilation of 
standard topographical sheets ; 

(2) the completion of records and General Reports of the Bhopal- 

| Malwa and the Khandesh and Bombay Native States surveys. 

12. In Rajputana 3,540 square miles were surveyed on the 3-inch scale in Rajputens 
portions of Jodhpore and of the Malani Districts near Barmer and the Luni river. 

On the scale of 1 inch=1 mile an area of 256 square miles was surveyed in 
a tract lying on the ‘junction of the boundaries of the Jodhpore, Sirohi, and — 
Pdilanpur States. Triangulation in advance covered an area of 5,850 square 
miles. The village boundary sheets of the Ajmere-Merwara Survey were 
revised, and the district maps compiled. 

13. In Baluchistan, one party was employed principally in work of a special Baluchister. 
nature for the requirements of the Military Department. The country surround- 
ing Quetta was surveyed on the 2-inch scale, and also a portion of the Khwaja- 
Amran mountains, extending from the Ghw4ja Pass on the south to the Bogra 
Pass on the north. The routes between the Registan and Baluchistan were also 
explored, and very fair progress was made in the operations for the regular topo- 
graphical survey of the country. 

14. One Topographical party continued the Forest surveysin Burma. The err 
Detail survey, partly on the 4-inch scale and partly on the scale of 2 inches ake 
==] mile, covered a total area of 380 square miles of forests, extending over the 
greater portion of the tracts drained by the Taungnyo river in the Tharrawaddy 
District and the Shwele river in the Prome District. The survey was also 
carried over the Shwedaung hillg to the south of Prome. The triangulation of 
the year covered an area of 263 square miles, and the traverse survey 345 square 
miles. The outturn was smaller than in the preceding year, but this is 
accounted for by the fact that work was greatly ‘impeded during the year 
under review by the unsettled state of the province, and by the withdrawal of 
some of the Surveyors for survey Operations required in Upper Burma. , 

15. The six Cadastral parties were employed in the districts shown in the Cadastral _ 
following tabular statement, in which the total outturn of work of each party ““"** 
and particulars: oo cost of operations are also shown :— 
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16. The tracts surveyed in the Akyab District are very much scattered, but 
mainly lay on the borders of the Kaladan and Padu rivers, east and north of 
the town of Akyab; while other tracts were situated in the valleys to the north- 
west of the district. 


17. In Gorakhpur District the Hata and Paranna tahsils were cadastrally 
surveyed, and, in addition, 41°07 square miles in the Sarun District in Bengal 
were surveyed topographically. Some changes were made in the system of 
cadastral surveys adopted in Gorakhpur, and will, it is believed, have the effect 
of accelerating the work and of saving some of the expenditure hitherto incurred 
by the Settlement Department. 


18. The Cadastral operations of the Basti party were confined to the Basti 
and Khalilabad tahsils. A survey on the 4-inch scale of the villages on the right 
bank of the Gogra river was also effected. 

19. The surveys in Bilaspur were carried out on the Gorakhpur system. 
The Surveyors were new to the work, and there were other reasons which tended 
to make the average cost higher than in Gorakhpur, but it is confidently expect- 
ed that lower rates will be exhibited as the result of the next season’s working. 

20. The operations of the year brought toaclose the Cadastral survey of the 
Kamrup District; some preliminary traversing was also done for the survey 
of the Darrang District. 

21. In the Mozufferpore District the Cadastral survey and record-of-rights 
were completed in Tappa Chakla Nosi (except 3 or 4 square miles within the 
Mozufferpore Municipality), and in Tappa Bhatsala (except an area of 90 square 
miles). The cost rate of the operations, as shown above, is high as compared with 
that of similar work in other districts ; but it includes several items of extraordi- 
nary expenditure, such as travelling allowances, carriage of equipment, cost of 
new tents, &c., amounting to R14,129. The detailed nature of the work, ren- 
dered necessary by local peculiarities, also tended to make the survey more 
expensive than in the North-Western Provinces traverse surveys. 


22. Three-and-a-half full parties have been employed during the year under 
report. A detachment from one of these completed the survey of 51 jagir and 
of six minor istimrar villages in Ajmere, covering an area of 243 square miles. 

23. The Punjab party resumed work in the Ludhiana and Umballa Districts, 
and extended them tothe Jullundur, Hoshidrpur, and Gurdaspur Districts and 
to the Kapurthala State. The total outturn of work was :—

24, The remaining traverse parties were employed in the Central Provinces 
and surveyed a total area of 5,269 square miles in the Raipur, Sambalpur, Jub- 
bulpore, and Damoh Districts. The operations in these districts consisted of a 
simple skeleton traverse survey, which will form the basis of complete skeleton 
maps, on which the patwaris will plot their measurements of the fields. The 
“ field block ” system of survey, which had been tried for two previous seasons in 
the Raipur and Sambalpur Distriots, proved a qauenre and has been waa : 
abandoned. | 


25. The Himalaya party was employed in eaitanintind of the aanlig years’ : 


_ operations on the Topographical survey of the Hill States about Simla and of the 


Kangra District, and on the demarcation of the Nipal-Bengal boundary on the. 
Mechi river. Twenty-four miles of the boundary was demarcated, the. apection 
and eee of pillars being left. over to be taken up on completion % athe 
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entire line of boundary. The party also undertook to bring up the arrears of 
mapping connected with the Nipal Boundary Survey, the Sikkim Triangulation, 
and the Darjeeling Revisionary and Dahing Lands surveys. Very little progress 
was, however, made, and the arrears of mapping and computations were trans- 
ferred to the Trigonometrical Branch for completion.

27. A large quantity of work was done during the year under review under Geographics! 
the head of Geographical Surveys and Reconnaissances. Great credit is due to Remain 
the officers of the Afghan Boundary Commission for the very large area of ""°™* 
120,000 square miles surveyed in Afghanistan. The whole of the province of atghanistan. 
Herat, including the hitherto unknown Taimani and Firozkuhi country, was 
mapped; almost the entire province of Afghan Turkistan, with a large portion 
of the Hazara country in the neighbourhood of Bamian, was reconnoitred or 
surveyed; and, on the return march of the Commission, all the important 
passes of the Hindu Kush were surveyed. 


28. The surveys executed by Colonel Woodthorpe, R.E., while attached to Gilgit. 
the Gilgit Mission, afford a mass of valuable information of the districts of Yasin, 
Chitral, Hunza and Wakkan, Colonel Woodthorpe’s services merit the special 
commendation of the Government of India. 


29. The route surveys executed by explorers M.—H. and R.—N. have Trade routes, 
added largely to the geographieal knowledge of Nepal and Thibet and of 
Western and Eastern Bhutan, besides affording valuable information regarding 
the trade routes to Thibet. Explorer R.—N. also made an unsuccessful attempt 
to obtain accurate information on a long-disputed question as to whether the 
Brahmaputra or the Irrawaddy is the recipient of the waters of the Sanpo. 

30. In Upper Burma Captain Hobday, with a small detachment of Sur- Upper Burma.” 
veyors, made a reconnaissance survey round Mandalay and compiled the recon- 
naissance sketches executed by officers with the Burma field force. Captain Hob- 
day and a Surveyor joined two military expeditions, one to the Kachin Hills and 
the second to the south-east of Mandalay. ‘They succeeded in extending 
triangulation southwards as far as latitude 21° and in | surveying an area of 
150 miles on the 4 inch scale, 

81. Tidal observations were taken at 16 ports. Four new observatories Tidal 
were opened during the year at Bhavnagar, Cochin, Coconada, and Chittagong ; erie 
and three observatories were closed at Diamond-Harbour, Amherst, and Moul- 
mein, where the usual period of five years’ registration had been completed.

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85. The maps issued numbered 210,288, valued at R1,66,749. The income 
derived from the sale of maps amounted to R8,732-14-0. In the Map Drawing 
Office a great deal of work was executed for the Colonial and Indian Exhibition, 
among which were a map of the World, exhibiting the Export and Import 
Trade of India, and maps of India to illustrate Density of Population, Emi- 
gration, External Trade, Land Settlements and Revenue, Geology and Reli- 
gions. Three small skeleton maps were drawn, showing— 

(a) the Burma and Assam Fronticr, (8) the Punjab and Afghanistan 

Frontier, and (c) the Sind and Baluchistan Frontier. 

The district maps required for Administration Reports have all been com- 
pleted, except two for Assam and two for the Central Provinces, and the Pro- 
vincial maps have been taken in hand. 


36. The total number of Mathematical instruments issued to other Depart- 
ments was 41,643 and their value R1,77,864. The serviceable stock increased 
during the year by 52,128 instruments, valued at R1,70,179. Of these, 13,453 
were manufactured during the year at a cost of R21,454, and 3,103 instruments 
were repaired in the Mathematical Instrument Depdt, at a cost of R21,378, their 
value after repairs being estimated at R76,039. The account of the Mathema- 
tical Instrument Office at page cxvitiof the Appendix shows a net profit of 
R3 ,587-5-0. 

37. The principal work of the Dehra Office consists of the final reduction 
and publication of the various operations of the Great Trigonometrical Survey. 
Mr. Cole, the Superintendent, has been ably assisted in the work by Mr. Eccles. 
During the year under notice, the simultaneous reduction of the circuit tri- 
angles (South-West Quadrilateral), and the final reduction of Latitude obscrv- 
ations taken up to the year 1584-85, were brought to completion. Consider- 
able progress was also made in the secondary triangulation of the southern 
Trigon. The work of Solar photography was continued; 115 large and 525 
small-sized pictures of the sun were taken. 


38. The Survey Department has, during the year under review, made a 
considerable advance in the direction of improving its financial value to the 
State by undertaking work of a positively remunerative character. The most 
notable operation of this kind is the great Traverse survey of the Central Prov- 
inces, which, by providing a frame-work for the detailed field plotting of villages 
by district establishments, will probably enable the Revenue authorities to com- 
plete the assessment of about 40,000 square miles, without the loss of a single 
vear’s revenue. The performance of this work has thrown a heavy burthen on 
the Department, which it has borne in an admirable manner, at a time when, 
for financial reasons, it has been required to contract its establishments, 
dnd when the demands for a survey staff on the Boundary Commission, in Upper 


- Burma and in the North-West Frontier, had added to its difficulties. <A traverse 


survey of the same kind was effected in Ajmir, while a large amount of cadastral 
work was done in the North-Western Provinces, Central Provinces, Bengal, 
Burma, and Assam, and at the same time some valuable forest surveys were exe- 
euted in Burma and Bombay. The Government of India is glad to acknowledge 
that in no previous year has the Department done more to prove its financial 
value to the State, and accords its thanks to Colonel Thutlier and the officers 


_ who assisted him for the energetic manner in whick they have given effect to 


the policy advocated by the Government of carrying out survey operations in 


~ co-operation with the Revenue authorities on the system ‘which has been found - 
most conducive to the financial interests. of the State.

39. The Department has at the same time sustained its reputation in the 
field of geographical survey, and the Government of India corlially confirms the 
remarks of the Surveyor General on the exceptionally valuable services per- 
formed by Major Holdich, Captains Gore and Talbot on the Boundary Commis- 
sion, and by Colonel Woodthorpe, 


40. The Government of India regrets that the strain which has been thrown 
on the Department, partly by financial pressure and partly, as pointed out by 
the Surveyor General in paragraph 35 of the Report, by the demands made for 
officers to accompany political and military expeditions, has been so exception- 
ally severe. It is trusted, however, that by the gradual coutraction of the 
Topographical programme, such as has been effected by the postponement of the 
Deccan surveys, some relief may be afforded, although it must be acknowledged 
that the present expansion of the Cadastral and Military programmes justifies 
serious consideration of the danger suggested by the Surveyor General that 
the Department may not be able to mect all the demands made uponit. In 
the meantime, His Excellency in Council desires that his high appreciation of 
the loyal manner in which the Department has answered to every call for its. 
services may be placed on record.

13. An Official Catalogue will be published in English by the Executive Commissioners, by 
whom the sale of Catalogues is reserved. Anything beyond the ordinary description of the 
exhibit, together with the name of the exhibitor, must be paid for at the rate of five shillings 
per line. Exhibitors desiring to utilize the Catalogue for advertising purposes should com- 
municate as early as possible on the subject with the Secretary. Each country and colony will, 
however, bave the right of producing at its own expense, but in its own language only, a 
" special Catalogue of the objects exhibited in its section. Such Catalogue, however, must not 

be offered for sale in this Colony, or be used as a medium for advertising. 


Grovuping Exuisrts. 


14. The representatives of countries and colonies will be allowed to group their exhibits 
as they may think fit in that portion of the Exhibition Buildings allotted to the country or 
colony which they represent.

The Jurors will be selected for their qualifications and character, and shall be experts in 
the departments to which they are especially assizned ; the British, Foreign, and 
Colonial Jurors shall be nominated by the representatives of each country or colony 
exhibiting, and, if approved of, will be uppoiuted by the Executive Commissioners, 
who will appoint those for Victoria. 

Jurors will be reimbursed such personal expenses as may be allowed by the Executive 
Com missioners, 

The Jurors’ reports and the Executive Commissioners’ awarde will be based upon thé 
inherent and comparative merits of the individual exhibits, the elements of merit 
being held to inelude considerations relating to originality, invention, discovery, 
utility, quality, skill, workmanship, fitness for the purposes intended, adaptation 
to public wants, ecotomy, cost, and importance of interests involved. 

Each report must be delivered to the Secretary to the Executive Commissionets as scon 
as completed. 

Awards will consist of gold, silver, and bronze medals, and certificates of honourable 


mention, boeetier with a special ik of the Jurors on the subject of the dward.

3. The Commissioners place at the disposal of countries and colonies all information and 
plans which may be useful for their arrangements.

It is considered advisable, after perusal of the above proceedings, to frame 
rules for the tenure of the appointment of Under-Secretaries to the Government 
of India in the Public Works Department. 


There are three Under-Secretaries, attached, respectively, to the General, 
the Railway, and the Civil Works, Branches of the Public Works Department 
Secretariat. 


The Under-Secretary in the General Branch is not necessarily an Engineer, 
and there are special reasons in connection with the work done by him which 
make a tenure of some length desirable. 


This is not the case with the two other Under-Secretaries, who must have 
technical knowledge, which renders it desirable, in the interests of the officers 
themselves and of the public service, that the tenure of their appointments should 
be limited, 


RESOLUTION.—-On these considerations the Governor-General in Council 
is pleased to decide that the tenure of the appointment of Under-Secretaries in 
the Railway and Civil Works Branches shall be limited to four years’ continuous 
service, whether permanent or officiating. 


It is further ruled that no leave. other than privilege leave, or leave on 
medical certificate, shall be granted to the incumbents of the same two posts, 
except on the most urgent ground; when special leave only will be granted under 
Sections 61—63 of the Civil Leave Code.

RULES. 


1. Save as in these Rules otherwise provided, all Servants of Government, 
Covenanted or Uncovenanted, are forbidden to receive complimentary or valedic- 
tory addresses in any form; or to accept testimomals of any kind; or to attend 
public meetings or complimentary entertainments of a formal and public char- 
acter held in their honour. 

2. The Government views with disfavour all similar manifestations in the 
case of retired officers, when following immediately upon their retirement from 
active service, and designed as an acknowledgment ol acts done by them while 
in the service of Government. 

3. It is not intended to prohibit such an expression of regard for the 
private or official character of an ofhcer retiring from service, or leaving his 
station or district, as 1s involved in a farewell entertainment, supported by his 

ersonal friends, even though some of these may be his official subordinates. 

But it is expected that the proceedings on such occasions will be substantially 
of a private and informal character. 

4. Local Governments and Administrations are authorised to forward to 
an officer who has left a station or district the resolution of any local public 
body recording a vote of thanks to him for help and advice afforded during his 
official connection with the station or district. 

° 8. Medical Officers are not prohibited from receiving pecuniary recogni- 
tion of their Services from a community or body of persons which may desire to 
-acknowledpe these; but the previous sanction of the Local Government or 
Administration must be obtained by Medical Officers before receiving any public

GENERAL REMARKS.—Rain has occurred throughout the country during the week under 
report. It was generally below the average in Bengal, partially distributed in the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh, and shght in Madras and the Punjab, 

Sowings for the kkarif continue in all Provinces. In Bombay they have been retarded by 
excessive moisture, and a break in the weather is wanted in places. In the Punjab rain is much 
needed for the sowings in a few districts. 

In Madras, Mysore and Coorg agricultural prospects are on the whole satisfactory. 

The rice crop is in good condition in Bombay, and the early variety in Bengal is well reported 
on; but rain is needed to facilitate the transplantation of the aman in the latter Province. 
In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh the crop is backward, and in the Central Provinces 
and Coorg it is being transplanted. Of the five Assam varieties of the crop, four—the aus, dumat, 
mural, and ahu—are being reaped, the last giving a good outturn, and the fifth— sdé//—is being 
transplanted. In Nepal the crop wants rain. | 

eatice is being sown in Bombay, and ts thriving in Berar. In the Central Provinces the 
growth of the crop has been retarded by heavy rain. 

Cholera is now chiefly prevalent in Bombay, where the mortality continues high. Otherwise 
the public health is on the whole satisfactory.

‘Weather Review of India for the week ending the 27th July, 1887, 





Se eneeniammal 


‘During the greater part af the week under review and over the greater 
part of India the general weather fas been of the ordinary monsoon type. Ip 
the Punjab however, though the total amount of rain of the present week has 
greatly exceeded that of the previous week, rain has been intermittent and 
generally confined to the East and North. Aridge or shoulder of relatively 
‘high pressure existed for several days over Central India and Rajputana, which. - 
had the effect of preventing the coalescing of the twa ‘branches.-of the monsoon 
over North-Western India—a distribution which is always accorapanied by feeble 
gains over that region. _ 7 , 


On the 21st the Bombay monsoon current was: blowing with its normal 
Strength along the West Coast of the Peninsula, and with more than average 
velocity on the Coasts of Sind and Guzerat. Slight showers were received. 
over the whole of the West Coast districts, and moderate rain over the Central 
parts of the country. In the north and east of the Punjab moderate rain, appar- 
ently brought by the strong southerly winds blowing across the Guzerat Coast, 
was also reported, the largest falls being 24 inches at Murree and 1 inck at 
Sialkot. | 7 


On. the gond the strength of the monsoon .on the Sind and Cutch 
Coasts Had decreased; and this bad been accompanied by a falling off in 
the rainfall of Nerth-Western India, the Punjab receiving no rain either on 
the hills er on the plains. On the Penmsula Coast there -was no 
ehange, general rain having fallen throughout Western and Cent:a' India, and 
shght showers in the Carnatic. On the following day, while there was little 
change over the Peninsula, there occurred a rush of monsoon current into parts. 
of North-Western India, giving Roorkee 5 inches, Meerut over 1 inch, and Delhy 
2 of aninch of rain. Onthe 24th a strong current prevailed along the whole 
of the West Coast from Kurrachee to Mangalore, but the rainfa]l accompanying 
it was generally moderate, and in the North-West did not extend beyond 
J.ahore. On the following day rain extended to Rawalpindi, but all over 
the Punjab, Rayputana, &c., rain was either light or altogether wanting. Qn the 
26th the monsoon current gave heavy rain to the Central Provinces and fairly 
heavy rain to the north of the Punjab. Some of the largest amounts reported 
were—Jubbulpore, 6 inches ; Seoni, 5 inches ; Hoshangabad, 4 inches ; Pachmarhi, 
3 inches; Surat, Rawalpindi, Murree, over 2 inches; and Sialkot, over 1 inch. 
On the 27th rain extended to Peshawar, which station received its first fall of 
rain this season. Rain fell generally over the north, east, and south-east of the 
Punjab, the west of the North-Western Provinces and Rajputana, as well aS 
over all the Western and Central = of the country. “Fhe amounts were 
generally smaller than on the preceding day; but Mount Abu received nearly 
4 inches. : - :

At Gaicures, Delhi, on the Konkan Cont: and over ihe Genval parts of the 


country there has been more than the average rain, but in all other parts of the 
country there is greater or less deficit. T hroughout nearly the whole of India, 
except the north of the Punjab, the rainfall of the past week has been below the 
average. In. consequence at those stations showing an excess, the excess is less 
than it was at the close of last week, while at those showing a deficiency, the 
deficiency is greater than it was fast week. It will, however, be noticed that the 
differences, as compared with the average, are generally not large. : 

The weather, except in Assam, North Bengal, Behar, the east of the 
Central Provinces, the Indus Valley, and the extreme south of the Peninsula, has 
been cooler than the normal, the greatest difference from the average being im 
the Central Provinces. 

There have been no storms of any importance during the week. A slight 
disturbance was formed between Saugor Island and False Point on the 23rd and 
24th, and subsequently travelled west-north-west across Chutia Nagpur to the 
Central Provinces ; but the barometric depression at its centre was small, and the 
winds circulating around it but little above the normal strength.

1884, so that the year under report is the second complete year of its existence. Provision 
has been made for effecting life insurance in three ways, v7z.— 


(2) By a single payment. _ 
(6) By monthly payments until the person insrred attains the age of cither 50 or 55. 


(c) By monthly payments during lify. 


3. And Monthly Allowances are of two kinds, o/z., “immediate” or “ deferred.” The 
maximum amount for which any one life can be insured is Rs. 4,000; and the highest menthly 
allowance granted is Rs. 50. |

7. Under the heading of “ Postal Monthly Allowances” little or no progress has been 
made ; and the failure of this facility for providence must now, I think, be accepted. During 
the year, one contract for a deferred monthly allowance of Rs. 10 was issled, aud one contract 
for a montlily allowance of Rs. 4 was surrendered. At the close of the year four contracts only 
were in existence, representing In all monthly payments of Rs, 24 as monthly allowances.

10. A strong repugnance to medical examination is entertained by the natives of this 
country, and there can be no doubt that this repugnance has restricted the progress of Postal 
life insurance. If, as in England, insurances could be granted for small sums without the 

roduction of medical certificate, a considerable addition to the business a oe be anticipated. 
Upto. the 3lst March 1886 no less than 44 instances had been reported of the rejection of 
applications for life insurance on the ground of unfavourable medical reports. Doubtless many 

- other cases exist in which intending applicants have been deterred from submitting proposals 


through fear ofthe searching medical examination prescribed by the Rules.

Weather Review of India for the week ending the 3rd August, 1007. 

The pressure distribution and wind circulation during the past week have’ 
both been abnormal over a large part of India, but more particularly in the East. 
Over Bengal there has been a steady deficiericy of pressure, which has beer 
accompanied by a very unsteady and intermittent wind current from the Bay, and 
a strong current across the Peninsula front the Arabian Sea. The Bombay 
monsoon has, on the contrary, been exceptionally strong and steady, and has: 
extended to almost all parts of the country. 

Qn July 28th an exceptionally strong westerly wind, varying from 9 to 
23 miles an hour, was blowing from the Arabian Sea across the West Coast of 
India, and thence passing on—in the South right across the Peninsula, and in 
the North into Rajputana and the Central parts of the country. Though very 
humid and carrying with it much cloud, it gave but little rain generally. Mount 
Abu, lying in the direct line of the wind, received 3 inches, and Jhansi, owing 
to some local pecuharity in the pressure distribution, 24 inches; but elsewhere 
the amounts were much smaller. On the following day there was little or no 
change in the West; but over the Central parts of the country the monsoorr 
current, instead of continuing its course westward, poured into a large shallow’ 
depression, which had advanced to that position from Bengal, and ascen- 
sional movement being thereby developed, very heavy rainfall occurred. 
Jubbulpore received 13 inches, Nowguny 6 inches, and Saugor 5 inches. 
of rain; while several stations had between 1 and 3 inches. On the 30th the 
chart still showed traces of the shallow depression, and the rainfall, though less. 
heavy than on the preceding day, was yet considerable all over the Central parts 
of the country. In the West Coast districts strong westerly winds and moderate: 
er light rain continued. By the 31st the disturbance had entirely disappeared,. 
the monsoon current had resumed its horizontal movement, and the only: 
rainfalls of any importance were at Mount Abu and Goona. On the rst of August 
very little rain fell etther over the West Coast districts or over the Central Prove 
mees, the monsoon current apparently passing on into the Gangetic Valley, where 
moderate precipitation occurred. The 2nd saw the establishment of almost 
normal pressure and wind conditions over India. Moderate rain was falling alk 
over the West Coast districts and the Central parts of the country, with a large 
tocal falk at Morar. On the ard similar conditions prevailed; but the heaviest. 
rainfall was reported from Mount Abu and Jeypore. 

The monsoon current from the Bay of Bengal has been, except at quite 
the close of the week, very unsteady, and at times apparently entirely suspended. 
On the 28th a fairly strong monsoon current was blowing over the head of the 
Bay and across the Bengal Coasts. At False Point and Saugor Island the 
direction of the wind was south-westerly ; but in East Bengal it was south-easterly, 
and in Central and North Bengal easterly. The current only extended as far 
as Behar, to the west of which Province the wind was westerly. The only place 
at which any heavy rain was recorded was Saugor Island, where 4 inches were 
measured. On the 2gth both the extent and the velocity of the monsoon cross- 
ing the Bengal Coasts had increased, while the current had extended north.

In consequence, during this and 
the following day a strong steady monsoon current entered Bengal from the Bay, 
backed from south to south-east and’east in North Bengal, and passed up the 
northern side of the Gangetic plain as far as'the Punjab. With this change 
moderate but general rainfall-occurred‘all over Bengal, the North-Western Prov- 
inces, &c. : : !
